Representative Barry of Nashua has introduced a bill in the 


present legislature that is designed to return to such cities as 
have been deprived of certain governmental rights the powers 
taken away from them. The bill appeals to the citizens of 
Portsmouth because it tends to give back the local control of 
the police department. Manchester, Nashua, Pprtsmouth, 
Laconia, Somersworth, Dover and Berlin are the cities directly 
affected. 


There has been a feeling for a long time that .the state- 


appointed commissions were an injustice to the cities affected. 
That the people of any city should be subjected to the expense 
of a commission to operate its main department and for them 
to have nothing to do with its selection or operation has seemed 
a dangerous innovation in the conduct of our affairs. The 
promoters of such a plan suggested it would take these depart- 
ments out of politics, but it has failed to a certain extent. 


But the main objection and one that appeals most emphati- 


cally1 to all is the taking- away from cities of powers delegated 
to them and for which they are taxed and turning them -over to 
state authority. It is the beginning of a dangerous centraliza- 
tion of taxing power and political authority: a practice that 
was the worry of the framers of our Form of government. 


That there should be'no attempt on'the part of the estate to 


reach in and take away from cities any given duty or delegate 
to itself the conduct of any department of a municipality, is 
apparent to all. This centralization of power and taxable 
authority is the rock upon which the. monarchies of Europe; 
'grounded and it was that reason which made our forefathers 
guard our local governments so cautiously.

OPPOSES PUN 


TO REVISE TAX 


Concord, Jan. 31—Former1 Speaker 


Harry M. Cheney yesterday launched 
an opposition to the resolution provid- 
ing for reassembling the state consti- 
tutional convention for the purpose Of 
tax revision, which caught both the 
Democratic and the Republican floor 
leaders by surprise and 
proved so 


formidable that the resolution was 
held up- until today for final action in 
the House. 


Both Raymond B. Stevens, majority 


leader, and Col. Jame^s O. Lyford, min- 
ority leader, had spoken in favor of 
the resolution, when Mr. Cheney was 
i-ecognized and in his first speech of 
the session, declared the Legislature 
had no lega ri^ht to reconvene the
